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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 414.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of July, August and September, 1934. 


July.—Good rains fell throughout the wheat belt during the first fortnight and a spell of fine 
weather with bright, sunny days then ensued, but on the 29th another general downpour occurred, 
making totals for the month about equal to the average. The wheat country along the Norseman- 
Esperance railway also participated in these rains. Crops as a whole had responded to the ideal 
weather conditions, and were growing well, although in the North-Eastern districts they were reported 
to be still very uneven. Feed was still plentiful and stock continued in good condition, while there 
appeared to be every indication of a record wool clip. 


_ Substantial registrations were noted over West and South-West coastal areas and the fruit and 
dairying country, and here, owing to the heavy falls in the first portion of the month, the low- 
lying country became waterlogged. 


Rains were also registered throughout the Gascoyne, and at many sections totals above the 
average were shown. The rainfall in this division was chiefly made up of falls between the first and 
fourteenth, consisting of six days’ light rain. 


In the Goldfields, both Northern and Southern divisions, gaugings were noted on three days only, 
and the totals were all below the average, which during this month varies from 50 to 80 points. 


Only a few points fell in the North-West and Fortescue, but in the Kimberley an unusual rain 
during the last days of the month was experienced between Derby, Hall’s Creek and Wyndham. 
This rain ran through portion of Central Australia, and only in 1895, when a similar downpour was 
noted, have some of the totals been exceeded in July. 


Temperatures as a whole were about equal to the average, but some severe frosts were exe 
perienced throughout the fruit and dairying country and wheat belt during the fine spell from 
the 15th to the 28th, while the record for the coldest afternoon in Perth was established on the 14th, 
when temperatures fell below 50 deg. at noon, and remained under this level till 10 a.m. the following 
morning. 


No particularly rough weather was experienced in the metropolitan area, but across the Bight 
occasionally very heavy seas were encountered, and vessels coming Westward were considerably 
delayed. 


August—High and low pressure systems followed one another in a fairly regular sequence 
throughout coastal and agricultural districts during August. The rain occurred in the form of four 
distinct rainstorms, separated by intervals of bright sunny weather with some frosts. The most 
satisfactory falls were shown in portions of the Northern, the North-Eastern and extreme Eastern 
areas, and in the two last mentioned sections the totals were the heaviest registered since March 
and April. The August figures showed that the average had been exceeded in these districts, par- 
ticularly in the Southern Cross, Bullfinch and Westonia areas. Over-average figures were shown 
on the Central South-West coast and along the Great Southern railway, but here the excesses were 
not so pronounced. The other sections of the wheat belt indicated under-average figures, which 
were outstanding along the Avon Valley Eastward to Cunderdin and Northward to Moora, the 
deficiencies at stations in this part of the country generally exceeding an inch. 


The first of the rainstorms (6th to 8th) was productive of splendid falls on the coast and wide- 
spread gaugings throughout the wheat belt. The next, on the 13th, gave moderate registrations, while 
the other two towards the end of the month were particularly acceptable in view of the dry period 
after the 13th. Besides improving the crops and pastures, they softened the ground which had be- 
come too hard for fallowing. 


All stock were in good condition. Foxes and dingoes were still causing losses amongst the lambs, 
while rabbits in some districts were causing damage to the crops and feed. 


Showers penetrated at times to the Gascoyne and Goldfields, but, with the exception of Carnarvon, 
the records were all light and another shortage was revealed over the Goldfields, where the pastoral 
country is very dry. 


In the tropics, excluding a few showers in the East Kimberley, the month was rainless. 


Mean temperatures were close to normal, and frosts were not so frequent or so severe as in July, 
although between the 15th and 17th several inland stations reported ground temperatures 3 to 4 
degrees below freezing point. 


In Perth strong winds were noted on 6 days, reaching gale force on 3 days, with a maximum 
hourly run of 40 miles on the 23rd. Rough coastal weather was reported from time to time, and 
vessels coming Westward across the Bight suffered some delay. 


September.—September, with few exceptions, wes a month of under-average rainfall throughout 
the agricultural districts. There were in all five rainstorms, but these were rather weak, although 
they occurred at fairly regular intervals and were accompanied by heavy coastal weather. There 
were intervals of warm weather and drying winds, while some frosts were reported, but these did not 
appear to have done any harm. Rainfall figures taken over a number of years show that the average 
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September rainfall for the Northern wheat belt is 1-35 inches ; for the Eastern, North-Eastern and 
Central 1-14 inches, and for the Southern areas 1-76 inches. Last month the averages were 0:84 
inches, 0-85 inches and 1-43 inches respectively for these districts. In some of the Southern areas 
continuous light showers were received from Southern depressions during the latter part of the month, 
and these were of great benefit to the crops. With another shower or so an excellent harvest would 
be reaped on the Great Southern railway and some of its spur lines, but in the other sections of 
the wheat belt, owing to the light falls, 2 substantial rain was urgently needed. 


_ _ Inthe tropics the month was dry, but a light to moderate rain fell throughout the Gascoyne and 
Goldfields on the 3rd and was followed by scattered showers at intervals, slight excesses being shown 
at a few scattered stations. 

On the coast and through the fruit and dairying country the rain was almost continuous. The 
daily falls were in no case heavy, but the monthly totals at nearly all stations exceeded the Sep- 
tember average. 

The heaviest weather occurred between the 10th and 13th and was unusually severe in the Bight 
where shipping was delayed. Very violent gusts ranging up to 75 miles per hour were experienced 
in Perth on the 10th, while the 23rd and 24th were also productive of some violent gusts.
